Die Martis, Jan. 17. 1708. 

A Letter from the Refident Rumpf written from 

Stockholm the qth Inftant, and dire&ted to the 
Regifter Fagel, being read, was found to import, 
that the Royal Senate had fignified to him by Secre- 
tary Ehrenberg, that the {aid Senare bad not receiv'd 
till the Day before Information from the Magiftrates 
of the City, of the Infult and Violence fuffer'd by 
him the faid Refident in the Perfon of his Brother, 
the faid Information having been delay'd to be given 
them becaufe. of the Holydays and other Hin- 
drances ; that the Lords the Senatots fhould be o- 
blig’d to pac cff the Confideration of that Affair 
for fome time, but were difpos’d to caufe all fic Sa- 
tisfeGion to be made him ; thac in the mean time 
they left it to the Confideration of the Refidenr, 
whether he would accept as Satisfactory the Sub- 
miffion offer’'d to be made to him by Grubb the 
Draper ; but that be had rejected that Propofition, 
becaufe he conceiv’d the Honour of the Caradter 
he bore, which was publickly injur’d, conld nor be 
fatisfied but by a publick Reparaticn. Upon which 
their High Mightineffes having deliberated, came ro 
a Refolution, that Anfwer fhould be rerurn’d to the 
faid Refident Rumpf, that they approve all his Pro- 
ceedings in this Affair; and thar M. Palmquift En- 
voy extraordinary of the King of Sweden {hall be 


- defir’d to ufe his good Offices, thar the Injury done 


to the faid Refident Rumpf in the Perfon of his Bro- 
ther, may be fully repairid:. by proper and 
fuitable Satisfa@ion. 
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And co chis End an of this Reiolation of

M. Palmquift by the Agent Rofenboom.
